A SHOCKING aftermath tothe news f 
King Ghazi’s death occurred at . Mosul, Traq |: 
yesterday, when the British Consul; Mr. C. E. A. |. 
C. Monckmason, was assassinated by four men, 
following agitations by a crowd of mourners near. 
the Consulate that the King of: Iraq. had been 
anuderee by the British. 


A “Reuter” message from Baghdad says that Mr- 
Monckmason died from bullet wounds. Revolvers were 
fired at him during a demonstration following news of 
King Ghazi’s death. 


Afterwards the British Con- 
sulate was set on fire. 

Martial law was immediately 
proclaimed in Mosul, and order 
was restored a few hours later.

URBAN, South Africa—Germany, is already, “invading” 
Tanganyika, a special investigator of The Natal ,Daily News, 
who has been studying conditions in the big mandated section. of 


East Africa, claims. 


The iInvestigutor said kis survey 
disclosed that selected German sct- 
tlers are sent to Tanganyika aboard 
a German ship with financlal back- 
ing from Berlin. On arrival they 
are lodged in a German-owned hotel 
und, under the guidance of an older 
German settler, are placed on the 
land. : 


When the new settler’s crops come 
to fruition, he can sell at a “higher 
price than can be obtained by uny 
other settler on the world market. 
If the local price for coffee is $150 
a ton, the German planter can get 
$250 a ton through the German, sub- 
sidy system, This, in turn, enables 
him to pay a higher price for natlve 
labour on his estate, with consequent 
subtle proparanda effect. 


THROUGH GERMAN HANDS 


A feature of the positlon is that, 
except for use of. the Kenya and 
Uganda or Tanganyika railways, the 
Germans are an entirely sclf-sup- 
porting community in that they jm- 
port and cxport, buy and-scell, en- 
tircly through German hands.

VER SINCE the Munich Agree- 
ment unsettled American isola- 
tionism, a struggle hns been going 
on in Washington over defence 
plans for the United States. On 


‘one side’ were the military men 


who wanted careful, steady equip- 
ment for technical efficiency in 
defence. On the other were those 
who, led by President Roosevelt, 
thought In political and diploma- 
tic terms. The Army recommen- 
dations, which were finally adopt- 
ed yesterday, disclosed’ that the 
former had won. 

A ‘defence programme calling 
for a total expenditure of £550,- 
000,000 does not measure up to the 
colossal £1,600,000,000 urms bud- 
get which Britain has undertaken 
this year: nevertheless, it is some- 
thing for the American people to 
think about. , 


—--The-most- controversial part_of._|_. 


the programme was the nppropria- 
tion of only £80,000,000 for new 
aeroplanes, which was signed by 
the President yesterday after 
being passed by both Houses of 
Congress. It ‘will more than’ 
double the U.S. Army's existing 
air force, but will add only 3,000 
of the 10,000 planes which, it had 
been widely rumoured, America 
intended to build. 

It was President Roosevelt who 
wanted more and more planes and 
not the Army generals. And the 
Army generals had 
Army experts told Congress that 
the 3,000 planes required in the 
Defence approprintion would be 
sufficient to repel any attacks on 
the United Stntes. The Presi- 
dont, who throughout has taken 
the bronder view of international 
requirements, protested that great 
ly Incrensed speed and range of air 
attacks made the Army estimate 
obsolete before it was passed.”

ment unsettled American isola- 
tionism, a struggle has been going 
on in Washington over defence 
plans for the United States. On 
one side were the military men 
who wanted careful, steady equip- 
ment for technical efliciency in 
defence. ' On the other were those 
who, Ied by President Roosevelt, 
thought in politicn! and diplome- 
tic terms.’ The Army rocommen- 
dations, which were finally adopt- 
ed yesterday, disclosed that the 
former had won. : 

A defence programme calling 
for a total expenditure of £660,- 
000,000 docs not measure up to the 
colossal £1,500,000,000 arms bud- 
get, which Britain has undertaken. 
this year: nevertheless, it is some- 
thing for the American people to 
think about, ; 

The most controversial part of 
the programme was the appropria- 
tion of only £80,000,000 for new 


-neroplanes,—which-was-signed-by- 


the President yesterday after 
being passed by both Houses of 
Congress, It will more than 
double the U.S. Army's existing 
air force, hut will add only 3,000 
of the 10,000 planes which, it had 
been widely rumoured, America 
intended to build, ‘ 
It was President Roosevelt who 
wanted more and more planes and 
not the Army «generals. And the 
Army genernis had their sway. 
Army experts told Congress that 
the 3,000 plunes required in the 
Defence’ appropriation would be 
sufficient to ropel any attacks on 
the. United Strites. The Presi- 
dent, who throughout has taken 
the broader view. of International 
requirements, protested that grent- 
ly increased specd and range of air 
attacks made the Army estimate 
obsolete bofore it was passed. 
America may yet find, In restrict- 
ing its aerial production, thnt 
the ignoring of diplomrtic and 
politicn! considerations will leave 
her unprepared, as she was un- 
prepared in 1917... .

But Financial Aid 
Still Necessary 


Hainking, Apr. 4. 

In an exclusive interview with Mr, 
Rg. A. Kennard, cditor of the Japan 
Chronicle, leading British-managed 
English newspaper In Japan, General 
Chan’ Ching-hul, the Manchuluo 
Premier, declarcd that here was no 
suggestion at present that Manchukuo 
should make an additional financial 
contribution towards, Japan's mili- 
tary expenses In Manchukuo. 


Premier Chang pointed out that 
Munchukuo was a young and momen- 
tarily weak State, so that Jt was both 
necessary and natural for her to con- 
“nue to rely on Japan's assistance. 


Premier Chang then made on un- 
expected declaration that Manchukuo 
had definitely decided to build her 
own Navy und that the question of 
tonnage and numbers of vessels was 
at present under discussion, 


“We intend to bulld even bittie- 
ships and crulsers jin addition to 
warships of smaller types,” Premier 
Chang sald. 


Questioned regarding the Sovict- 
Manchukuo border eituation, Premier’ 
- Chang declared that though border 
incidents continued to be numerous, 
Moscow would not contemplate a 
trial of strength. “The position has 
altered for the better since the battle 
of Changkufeng lost Ausust as for 
as we ore concerned, That battle 
‘was o decisive defent for the Sovict. 
We bellave that the Soviet Govern- 
ment has dicovercd that It will. not 
pay them to adont o policy of oggres- 
ston across the Manchukuo border.” 


“The neries of Incidents which has 
taken place since the Changkufeng 
Affair is desimed to irritate and 
annoy both Manchukuo ond. Japan 
and to cause us trouble, but the situa- 
tion, Is, not ‘eritical." Premicr Chang 
remarked. ‘ ‘ 

Genera! Chang added that the 
Manchukuo Government proposed to 

‘make further stifgestions to tho 
Sovict Government ‘for a more exact 
delimitation of the 3,700-kilometre 
border where the ravages of time 
have removed at many places the 
border marks fixed “0 years ago. 


‘The changes. which have occurred 


-_in the border rivers, nnd particulorly | 


‘the appearance of new tsinnds in the’ 
Amur River, have provided cause 
for other disputes. Premicr Chang 
recalled that the Manchukuo Gov- 
ernment on two occasions some time 
ago proposed the formation of a 
commission to cxamine the entire 
boundary question but the Sovict re~ 
fused. Since the battle of Changku- 
feng, the Manchukuo Government 
hns. not considered it neccessary to 
renew the proposal. 


Concluding, Premier Chang stated 
that Manchukuo welcomed the Ja- 
panese colonisation schemes In Man- 
chukuo which {s opening up new and 
hitherto uncultivated arenas.
